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“WRAPPED IN SILK”

HE sea was the color of slate upon 
which oil has been poured: its move- 
ment was not a roll but an undulation, 
as if it sleepily flexed its muscles. 

, Suddenly the surface of the ocean 
was utsturbed—an infinitesimal bubble of dis- 
turbance in a universe of placidity.
